CURIOUS HERMIT CRABS. 



Thay Koop Houoomaids, and Also Uso 
Spengos For Protoetien, 

It has been said that craba are as 
artfnl as "a barrow load of moukeys.'' 
and no one who has read Professor 
Edward Step's "Mcstsmates; A Book of 
Strange Companionships In Nature,'* 
will deny that there is considerable 
tratb in the remark. Amazing indeed 
are some of tbe revelations which the 
professor makes regarding crabs. 

He relatea, for Instance, liow the 
common hermit crab actually keeps a 
housemaid to clean out his house. 
When he Orst starts life this particu 
lar species of crab bunts for some large 
shellfish's shell in wbicb be can live 
at ease, rent free. He usually chotwes 
a large whelk shell and introduces n 
large seuworni. tM'longitlg to what is 
liiioirn as tbe "nereis" family and 
which grows to a length of six oi 
eight Inches, to keep the Interior ot 
tbe shell clean.

One soul seems more than many of 
us can manage, bnt tba poor African 
has a had time batwaan tba ftwr of 
them. He never knows when some 
enemy may plunge a knife into his 
shadow, thus causing him to sicken 
and die, or when his bush soul, wbicb 
takes the form of an animal, may rush 
into danger and get hurt, and, as for 
his dream soul, tbst la particularly 
troublesome, as It wandara from bis 
body during sleep and runs tbe rhik of 
being caught by witch traps.
